The employment outlook 


in civil engineering — one of 
the l a r g e s t and oldest 
branches of the engineering 
profession — is for continued 
growth through the 1970s. 


The expanding opportuni- 


ties will r e s u l t from the 
growing needs for housing, 
industrial buildings and high- 
ways created by an increas- 
ing" population and greater 
economy. Work related to 
the problems of urban living 
such as water and sewage 
systems, air and water pol- 
lution and giant urban rede 
velopment projects will also 
require additional civil en- 
gineers. 


Civil engineers design and 


supervise the construction of 
roads, hurl ors, airfields, tun- 
nels, bridges, water supply 
and sewage systems, build- 
ings and many other types 
of structures. The field is so 
broad that many specialties 
have been developed, such as 
structural, highway, hydrau- 
lic and sanitary engineering. 


A bachelor's degree in en- 


gineering is the generally ac- 
cepted educational require- 
ment. Some persons without 
a degree are able to become 
engineers after long experi- 
ence in a related occupation 
and some college-level train- 
ing. 


In the typical four-year en- 


gineering curriculum, t h e 
first two y e a r s are spent 
mainly in" studying b a s i c 
science—mathematics, phys- 
ics and chemistry—and the 
humanities, social sciences 
and English. The last two 
years are devoted chiefly to 
advanced study in b a s i c 
science and to engineering 
courses with emphasis on 
the branch of engineering in 
which the student is special- 
izing. 


S o in e engineering pro- 


grams offer only general en- 
gineering training in the un- 
dergraduate, ciirrieulun.u -al- 
lowing the student to choose 
a specialty in g r a d u a t e 
school or' a c q u i r c one 
through work experience. 


Some engineering curricu- 


lums require more than four 
years to complete. Approxi- 
mately 25 institutions have 
five-year programs leading 
to the bachelor's degree. In 
addition, about 50 engineer- 
ing schools have 
arrange- 


ments with liberal arts col- 
leges 
whereby 
a 
student 


spends three 'years in the 
college and two years in the 
engineering school. 


S o m e institutions have 


five- or six-year co-operative 
plans under which students 
spend alternate periods in 
engineering school and 
in 


employment in industry or 
government. U n d e r most 
such plans, classroom study 
is co-ordinated with practical 
industrial experience. 


Many l a r g e companies 


have special training pro- 
grams 
for their beginning 


engineers w h i c h are 
de- 


signed to acquaint them with 
specific industrial practices.

LITTLE ROCK (AP) — Ster- 


ling Cockrill Jr. of Little Rock, 
who recently switched from the 
Democratic to the Republican 
Party, announced Saturday he 
would seek the GOP nomination 
for lieutenant governor. 


Cockrill said that although 


Gov. 
Winthrop Rockefeller has 


welcomed him to the party, 
Cockrill will run independent of 
Rockefeller's bid to be nomi- 
nated for a third term candi- 
dacy. 


The former House majority 


leader said that he would not 
have Rockefeller's financial sup- 
port during the primary, but 
would rather solicit aid by writ- 
ing letters. 


In a news conference in Lit- 


tle Rock, Cockrill predicted that 
both he and Rockefeller would 
be the GOP's candidates in 
November. 


Among those,Democrats who 


have announced they will seek 
the nomination for lieutenant 
governor, Cockrill said Dr. Bob 
Riley of Arkadelphia appeared 
the strongest opponent. 


Cockrill said that he helped 


Riley in an unsuccessful cam- 
paign 22 years ago for the state 
legislature. 


In announcing Cockrill said, 


"The issue is that Sterling Cock- 
rill and the Republican party 
are the opposition to the "Old 
Guard' politicians who want to 
keep the same things going for 
themselves. 


"I have chosen not to play 


the game that the Democrats 
play," the 45-year-old Cockrill 
said. 


He said if he receives the 


nomination he could provide a 
link between the legislative and 
executive branches of state gov- 
ernment even though he would 
be a Republican dealing with 
a Democratic legislature, 


"I don't think I have created 


any new enemies in the Demo- 
cratic party," he said.

House floor the 8 per cent pay 
increase will be retroactive to 
April 16; the Senate measure 
calls for it to take effect upon 
passage. 


The cost of the pay raise just 


for the fiscal year starting July 
1 has been estimated at $538 
million, and that on top of a pre- 
vious G per cent boost for all 
government workers including 
mail employes. 


The big fight over compulsory 


union 
membership— always 
a 


volatile 
issue 
in Congress- 


stems from opponents' claims 
that it will break down govern- 
ment control over its workers 
and lead to constant strikes. 


But backers note the bill pro- 


hibits strikes and say it only 
gives postal unions the same 
right as those in private indus- 
try to negotiate contracts re- 
quiring employes join unions 
within 30 days. 


The 19 states that prohibit 


compulsory union membership 
are exempted by the bill. 


The reform bill, a compro- 


mise of President Nixon's origi- 
nal postal corporation 
plan, 


would give the mail system its 
first basic face lifting since 1789 
when Congress took control of 
postal rates, wages and policy. 


The bill would take control of 


the mails away from Congress 
and turn it over to an independ- 
ent U.S. Postal Service with 
corporate powers, and with or- 
ders to put the service on a 
self-paying basis by 1978. 


Under the House bill, the ser- 


vice is to set postal rates neces- 
sary to meet operation costs, 
subject to congressional veto, 
and would be authorized to bor- 
row up to $10 billion for modern- 
ization and construction.

postmaster general and an 11- 
man 
board. 
Nine 
members 


would be appointed by the Pres- 
ident and they would name the

sition of the $1,784,730.25 that 
had been collected under the 
law up to today. 


The law stated that the reve- 


nue would be divided with 20 
per cent going to the county aid 
fund, 40 per cent to the Chil- 
dren's Colony Board and 40 per 
cent to the state Parks, Recrea- 
tion and Travel commission. 


Act 239 specifically 
stated 


that the money to be derived 
from it would be cash funds but 
nevertheless 
repeatedly 
re- 


ferred to the real estate stamps 
as taxes and the Supreme Court 
ruled that they were indeed 
taxes. 


The law also stipulated that 


it was not to be construed as 
pledging the state's full faith 
and credit to the revenue bonds 
it authorized certain agencies to 
issue. 


But the Supreme Court said 


that "to hold that the bonds 
here authorized are not in vio- 
lation of Amendment 20 because 
of the creation of the agency 
and the bypassing of the state 
treasury with the tax, would be 
to put form above substance. 


"This we refuse to do because 


tax is clearly a revenue of the 
state of Arkansas as 
distin- 


guished from the revenue of a 
state agency." 


Byrd said in his opinion that 


if the legislature in 1969 could 
delegate to a state agency the 
authority to issue bonds over a 
period of years backed by the 
documentary stamp tax reve- 
nue "then no reason appears 
why the 1971 legislature cannot 
do the same thing with the in- 
come tax or the gross receipts 
tax." 


"After a few such instances, 


the people of this state would 
be powerless to obtain any re- 
lease from any tax levied ir- 
respective of the prevailing ec- 
onomic conditions," the opinion 
said. 


The court noted that Amend- 


ment 20 was enacted because of 
a "sad economic condition," 


Byrd 
said 
the 
amendment 


was framed to cure the finan- 
cial affairs that "had been well- 
nigh wrecked by issuance of 
bonds far in excess of the 
amount justified by the liquid 
resources of the state." 


"High taxes had been im- 


posed to raise revenues to meet

Byrd recounted. "It was well un- 
derstood then, as it is now, that 
a continuation of these practices
